All  Washington-Lee  students  had  one  thing  in 
common  —  on  English  course,  but  the  type  of 
course  was  not  necessarily  the  same.  The 
elective  system  in  English  was  changed 
slightly  this  year,  with  those  choosing  this 
option  covering  vocabulary,  composition,  and 
grammar  during  the  first  semester,  followed 
by  two  quarters  of  elective  study.  Along  with

The  Art,  English  and  Music  Departments  have  joined 
forces  and  come  up  with  the  AEM  seminar;  why  not 
add  Home  Economics  to  this  roster^  Students  could 
then  sample  the  wares  mentioned  in  the  stories,  books, 
and  poems  read  in  English  class.

The  mead  hall  was  the  center  of  much 
action  in  Saxon  times,  and  it  was  there  that  the  warrior 
Beowulf  took  hold  of  the  arm  of  Grendel,  a  monster  of 
human  shape  but  super-human  size,  who  could  kill 
thirty  men  at  once  with  ease. 

There  Grendel  suffered  a  grievous  hurt, 
A  wound  in  the  shoulder,  gaping  and  wide; 
Sinews  snapped  and  bone-joints  broke. 
And  Beowulf  gamed  the  glory  of  battle. 
Here  is  the  recipe  for  the  drink  that  was  popular  before 
900  A.D.,  and  continued  to  be  so  during  the  Middle 
Ages. 


2  cups  honey 

V2  cup  brown  sugar 

Grated  rind  and 

juice  of  1  lemon 

2  egg  whites,  or 

1  egg,  lightly  beaten 


2  pinches  each:  powdered 
mace,  cloves,  nutmeg, 
ginger,  cinnamon,  dried 
rosemary,  and  pepper 
1  envelope  dried  yeast.
